People who take a realistic view of things | 
must have wondered how many Canadians | 
wouid lose their lives in celebrations and rec- 
reational activities during the long Dominion- 
Day week-end. That there would be a con- 
siderabie number of fatalities was a fore- | 
gone conclusion, for no summer holiday or 
week-end passes without a saddening list of | 
violent deaths. The score Wednesday morn- | 
ing was 92, perhaps with some fatal acci- 
dents still unreported. 

This cannot be considered a particularly 
bad record for the three-and-a-half days, as 
such reports go. Apparently there were no 
major tragedies, such as the wrecking of an | 
excursion train or steamer or the crashing 
of a heavily loaded passenger plane. Traffic 
accidents did not account for an undue num- } 
ber of the deaths. These were due to a wide | 
variety of mishaps, scattered all across the 
Dominion, with Ontario and Quebec coming 
first and second among the provinces both 
numerically and in proportion to population. 

The melancholy conclusion that 
Canadians when idle are careless of their 
personal safety in about as many ways as 
possible. References to “Roman holidays” 
are not appropriate for purposes of compari- 
son, for the Romans were careful to not kill 
themselves, but made captive foreigners 
fight with each other and with lions. Among 
moderns, Canadians being no exception, 
holidays are more deadly than work-days. 
We are, the statistics show, safer at work 
than at play.

One Reform: Another Due 

Hon. Paul Martin did the sensible thing, 
as well as the humane thing, in proposing to 
reduce the pensionable age of blind persons 
from 40 to 21 years, and parliament was 
entirely right in accepting the proposal with- 
out delay or objection. 

That particular reform should have been 
made years ago. There was never any dis- 
coverable reason why a person so cruelly 
handicapped should have to wait until along | 
in middle life before he or she could obtain | 
the modicum of assistance provided by an old 
age pension. 

Some days ago Mr. Martin intimated that 
the pension plan should be revised so as to | 
make pensions payable, regardless of age, 
to persons who are unable to earn a living 
by reason of accident or sickness. Appar- 
ently this revision is not to be made at the 
present session, perhaps because the provin- 
ces have not yet been consulted on the mat- 
ter. 

That is unfortunate. If uncertainty as 
to the provinces’ attitude is the reason for 
delay, they should be asked to state their 
views in time for the change to be made when 
parliament meets again. People of this 
class are as helpless as the blind, and should 
get equal consideration. 


Not Any of That 


General Marshall has called Mr. Molo- 
tov’s bluff—if it was a bluff. He cleared up 
the real or pretended uncertainty in the mind 
of that gentleman as to the terms on which 
Russia and its dominated satellites can get 
financial help from the United States if they 
want it. The condition is that they emerge 
from economic hermitage and engage in 
world trade as other nations do. They 
cannot use assistance from Washington to 
build up a closed economy in eastern Europe. 

That Russia would refuse help on that | 
condition was almost predictable. Moscow's 
policy is to make the satellites national hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water for its own 
exclusive benefit. The proceeds of their in- 
dustry must go to strengthen the Soviet 
power, not to contribute something toward 
the prosperity and contentment of peoples 
not of the Communist group. 

Which, of course is the business of Rus- 
sia and its dependencies, s0 long as they 
travel under their own steam.

It Did Not Succeed 


Tuesday was the first anniversary of 
the ending of price controls in the United 


| States. After the year of decontrol pork 


cost the consumer 78 per cent more than a 
year before and beef 62 per cent more. Cloth- 
ing and living costs in genera] showed sharp 
increases. Cost of some items equalled those 
of the 1919-20 period. 

Supplies in- many lines were larger than 
a year before, but farm supplies of live 
stock and cold storage supplies of many 
foods were smaller. Steel, oil and lumber 
were no more plentiful, if not scarcer. 
Across the board, the rising prices had not 
induced the hoped-for increase of production, 
and the “levelling off” at lower price levels 
was not in sight. 

Decontrol was urged, and adopted, on 
the ground that upward trend of prices 
would cause producers to speed up their 
operations. For a time the producer would 
have to pay more, but increasing supplies 
bringing 
prices down and stabilizing them at lower 
figures than prevailed under control. Evi- 


| dently the experiment has not succeeded, 
| though it may have improved the supply 


Situation in some items. Generally, prices 


are up—in some cases far up—but goods are | 


still scarce—in some cases scarcer. 

There is nothing in this to show that 
Ottawa made a mistake in not following the 
lead of Washington and sweeping away con- 
trols at a stroke a year ago. The showing of 
the facts is contrary. Some prices have 
risen in Canada also during the year, but not 
to such fantastic heights, and the cost of 
living is far nearer the level of last July.

PRESIDENT TRUMAN and the 
Democratic leaders are desperately 
afraid of playing into Mr. Wallace's 
hands.

If, 
as they calculate — with consider- 
able reason the Republican- 
sponsored labor bill fails to achieve 
results, the President, not the Re- 
publicans or Wallace, will profit 
from his veto and its overruling.

We will remember today in our 
Odyssey to Alaska as the day we 
learned the facts of iife about the 
big read north. And, brother, if} 
you've had any idea in the back 
of your mind about taking a holi- 
day trip up the highway, perish the 
thought. 

In the first place, it's strictly 
“no tourists allowed.” My own ap- 
plication to tour the road as a 
newspaperman was carefully con- 
sidered by committee. The RCMP 
officer who filled out our “permit 
to travel with automotive vehicle 
on the Canadian section of the 
Alaska Highway” was frankly sur- 
prised that it got an OK. A lot of 
journalists, as well as a lot of tour- 
ists, are being given the brush-off. | 

There's good reason for it. There | 
just isn’t enough accommodation 
along those 1600 miles for anybody 
who isn’t travelling on business 
Even the most optimistic people) 
we talked with today think it'll be 
a year before tourists can use the/ 
road. 

A couple who actually made the 
trip this spring lifted their eyes 
eloquently in a gesture which 
clearly said, “Murder,” 

The RCMP inspector gave us a 
list of availiable accommodation 
and roadside facilities. It’s color- 
ful enough. It lists Blueberry, 
Trutch, Prophet River, Coal River, 
Lower Post, Champagne, Dry 
Creek, Big Delta and other places 
that have the sound of the north) 
in them. But there are only 29) 
places all told from Dawson Creek 
to Fairbanks and only 703 beds. 

“Aye,” said the Scottish officer, | 
“You'll sleep many a night beside 
the road.” 

He mapped out an itinerary for 
us. Tomorrow night we should 
be at High Prairie, 264 miles north 
of Edmonton. After that it’s Fort 
St. John, Fort Nelson, Lower Post, 
Whitehorse, Dry Creek and Fair- 
banks. That means seven days of | 
long, hard travelling from dawn| 
until dusk and the full co-operation | 
of the rabbit's foot on our radiator 
cap. 


The ‘Extras’ 


This morning when we woke the 
whole thing seemed so much sim- 
pler. I'd whip down to the RCMP. 
Brown eyes would hop across the} 
street to a department store and 
get a few soda biscuits and cheese 
in case we got hungry on the trip. | 
Then we'd be on our way, We 
were that naive about it. 

The officer at the RCMP, the 
authority for travel permits on the} 
road, thought it was a great joke. 
He treated us like a couple of 
Babes in the Woods and, I confess, 
we had it coming to us. This 
Alaska Highway, it seems, is not 
a pleasant little drive. It’s a tre- 
mendous achievement. 

Soda biscuits and cheese? No. 
sir, we'd need food for a minimum 
of six days. 

What’s more we had to outfit 
the car from stem to stern. The 
highway officials, it seems, check 
you at the point on the map called 
Blueberry and if the car isn't 
“roadworthy” you simply don’t go 
on. To make the car “roadworthy” 
(and I hope my editor is listening) 
cost just exactly $78.50

To Spend $20,000 
On Juvenile Home 


Plans for alterations to the juv- 


|enile delinquents home in South 
| Edmonton were approved Wednes- 


day by the vhild welfare committee, 
composed of representatives of the 
provincial child welfare department 
and the city council. 

The plans call for the expenditure 
of $20,000 in alterations and renov- 
ations which will make the home 
the best of its kind in Western 
Canada.

New 
fire escapes also will be provided. 

The basement of the building will 
be remodeled to provide a well 
lighted cell for the solitary con- 
finement of any inmate whose con- 
duct warrants discipline. Laundry 
rooms also will be provided in the 
basement.

| A mother knowing how essential 
|sunlight is to the health of the 
child forgets to use judgement in 
providing it for him. It is true 
that sunlight on the child's bare 
skin develops that same Vitamin 
D in the system, which during the 
colder season must be dosed from 
a bottle 

But sun can be overdone. Skins 
take on a tan color in order to be 
protected from the ultra-violet rays 
Some sensitive skins always burn 
and never tan. These burns are as 
dangerous and as painful as if they 
were acquired from a hot stove 
When the baby has never been 
| exposed to the sunlight, wait until 
| the sixth or eighth week of life and 
| then begin its benefits slowly 
Start exposing the bare skin for 
one or, at most, two minutes the 
| first day. Turn the baby front and 
back as if he were a chicken on a 
| spit Shade the child's eyes by fac 
|} ing him away from the sun, or by 
| using some object which will throw 


| shade on his face, Remember how | 


| easily that delicate face will burn 

Continue increasing the time | 
} spent in the direct rays of the sun 
by only ONE minute a day. When |
